VIII. Claims 83-84, drawn to a polyoxometalate topical composition and 
method, wherein X is iron. 

Classification of each of the inventions spans multiple subclasses in Class 424, 
subclasses 600 to 724 due to the various different elements that are possible for the 
formulas in claims 82-83. 
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Claims 82, 85-93 link inventions I, II, III, IV, V, VI, VII and VIII. The restriction 
requirement between the linked inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking 
claims, claims 82 and 85-93. Upon the indication of allowability of the linking claim(s), 
the restriction requirement as to the linked inventions shall be withdrawn and any 
claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the limitations of the allowable linking 
claim(s) will be rejoined and fully examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 
1 .104 Claims that require all the limitations of an allowable linking claim will be entered 
as a matter of right if the amendment is presented prior to final rejection or allowance, 
whichever is earlier. Amendments submitted after final rejection are governed by 37 
CFR 1.116; amendments submitted after allowance are governed by 37 CFR 1.312.

claimed polyoxometalates. Therefore, to search and examine more than one invention 
group as set forth above would place an undue burden on the Examiner if the restriction 
were not required.
